purchase of six additional band 
uniforms for 1922-’53. A report 
was heard on the work of the 
Equalization Board consisting of 
Eltos Dudley. C. W. Godfrey, and 
Albert Brannan. It was reported 
that preliminary work had been 
completed, and that final hear­ 
ings would be on Tuesday, June 
19. in the Homemaking Cottage. 
It was reported that 29 stud­ 
ents were enrolled in summer 
Driver Education, and 38 stud­ 
ents in summer Homemaking. 
A list of minor repairs was 
presented, discussed, «id approv­ 
ed by the School Board. 
A complete report on 1981-’62 
attendance was given. Average 
Daily Attendance figures showed 
a gross ADA of »75.63. with 27.85 
of this in Special Eiducation.
